Volta then built the first practical electric 
battery (1800 a.p.) and named its current 
“galvanic,” honoring Galvani’s discovery. 


Henry also constructed a bell-ringing tele- 
graph, with a mile of wire strung around his 
classroom. An electromagnet rang the bell. 
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Alessandro Volta, of Pavia, Italy, showed 
that whenever a moist substance (frog’s 
leg) touches two metals, current is generated. 


In 1830, young Professor Joseph Henry 
made electromagnets by winding insulated 
wire around a horseshoe-shaped iron bar. 


In 1843, Samuel Morse and Alfred Vail sent 
their first distance telegraph—Washington 
to Baltimore: ‘“What Hath God Wrought?”
